The body was removed to the 
Matt^l-Bflnger nndertaking estab- 
lishment, and Coroner Eaker was no- 
tifled. 

She was the wife ot Ben Parker, 
whose hotel mysteriously burned at 
.Mayfleld a few months ago, when the 
body of a stranger was found in the 
ruins. Parker Is .under indictment for 
arson. 

Mrs Parker was the daughter of 
\\ H and Nora Poore, formerly ot

Her nrst husband wan William 
Niohols, a bartender, who committed 
suicide. She had often been arrested 
for drunkenness and was on a spree 
for four weeks, preceding her arrest 
Sunday and fine Monday. The body 
was discovered by Patrolman Cross, 
Marshal McNutt, of Mayfleld. noti- 
fied the woman's mother and broth- 
er at MayOeld. Ooroaor Baker Is 
holding an laqoest.
